of Fortune; a Virtue fo highly admie’d heretofore, 
that a very celebrated Writer ftiles it The Perfection 
and Crown of all Virtues: That Virtue, whereby he 
who it is preferved from being broken or 
diftratted with Fears, from being fwayed or governed 
by Power, from being pufk’d-up or exalted in Succe/s, 
or from being funk into Melancholy by any Difafer, 
how untoward, how un foever, 

Ir is a Poctical Obfervation, but a very juft and 
true one, that as high Towers and lofty Trees are 
liable to greater Injuries from Storms than humble 
Cottages, or the lower Kind of Plants, fo the greater 
and more powerful Part of Mankind more ex- 
pofed to the Shecks of Fortune, than fuch as lead a 

ivate and obfcure Life. And as the fuch 
Faden Turns is one Obje& of — it hath 
begot a common Opinion, that is a Virtue 
per to the Great. This is alfo ftrongly fortified by 
the Inftances commonly mentioned *p Writers 
as have attempted te commend this Virtue. They 
fpeak of the Fortitude of Phocion, Scipio, Regulus, and 
tach other noble Perfons as, by the s of their 
bright Virtues, have drawn up fuch Clouds of Envy, 
as obfcured without Ieffening their Luſire. They 
tell us of the great Boetius writing his Confolation of 
Philofopby in a Prifon; the moft excellent Earl of 
Clarendon writing his Hiftory in one Banifbment, and 
Books of Philofophy and Religion in another: They 
fpeak likewife of the illuftrious M. Fouguet commit- 
ting to Paper, for the Ufe of others, thofe Maxims 
of Divine Wifdom which he fo prudently ſelected 
from the facred Code, and fo happily pradifed him- 
felf. But tho” Examples are * properly drawn 
from High-Life, yet it does not follow from thence, 


that none but Men of high Dignity fhould be - 
ble of this Virtue. ie ’ * 


Ir is indeed true, that there isa

As this Evil is not tied to any par- 
ticular Rank or ee amongft Mankind, ir fol- 
Jows from thence, that the Virtue by which it is 
eradicated muft be of a diffufive Nature ; and rhat 
confequently ic is not inherent in the Great, thoꝰ it 
may be more confpicuous in them, than in thofe who 
move in lower Spheres, Iefs in the Sight and Know- 
ledge ot the World, and whofe Virtues, and whof 
Vices, tho” they thave the fame Confequences to 
them, are lefs heeded by others.

THERE is of late gone out into the World a 
Spirit of Envy, Malice, and Uncharitablenefs, which 
inclines the Bulk of Mankind to fpeak nothing wil- 
lingly, but what is Evil; and to hear nothi 
readily, which is not Slander. I know well, 
that there was always this Sort of Spirit the 
World ; but, furely, not always in the prefent De- 
gree. We fee, by the Bills of Mortality, that fome- 
times one Difeafe prevails, and fometimes another. 
It is the fame thing with refpe& to Vices; fome- 
times Men are hurried away by a fervile Spirit of 
Complacence ; atothers, they are hurried aloug by 
a perpetual Spirit of Railing, Cenfuring, and De- 
trating. In one Age, a People ſuffer from Hypo- 
crify ; in another, by Infidelity: In the prefenr, I 
think I may fafely fay, ic is not an eafy matter to 
avoid Calumny. Heretofore Men were afraid of 
{peaking Evil of their Neighbours, or at leaft afham'd 
of it; now they are viid alike of Fear amd Shame, 
infomuch, that we every Day ſee Men beld enough 
to fay any thing that comes in their Heads, and fhame- 
lefs enough to repeat and glory in it after it has been 
over and over refuted 5 as if Libelling were become 
honourable, and the Spirit of Defamation held equi- 
valent to that of Patriotifm. 

In the Days of our Anceftors, a Man’s Birth pre- 
judiced the Publick in his Favour ; whereas, in our 

ime, the meaneft Scribbler is not afraid of attacking 
a Nobleman of the Firft Rank, for no other Reafon, 
but becaufe he is fo. In former Times, a Man’s 
Offices prote&ted him, at leaft from common and out- 
ragious Abufe ; in rhe prefent, they entitle him to 
it. ‘The Favours of the Crown are generally {peaking 
attended with the finifter Conftru€tions of thefe Sort 
of —* which are not whifper’d, as in other Places, 
but publifhed with as much Boldnefs and Unconcern, 
as if it was a laudable thing to blaft thofe who are 
our Rulers. Inall Ages bur ours, fome reſpect was 
paid to Men of Abilities ; ic was thought a Vribute 
exaéted by Nature, or rather by Providence ; and 
the paying it was not only he!d a Point of good Man- 
ners, but of good Senfe. Of late, however Things 
are changed, fome are ready to queftion the Capa- 
cities of fuch as have given the ftrongeft Proot of 
their having fuperior-Underftandi-gs ; others take a 
Pleafure in fuggefting, that fucn as God hath en- 
trufted with Parts, betray, as it were, his Confidence, 
by applying them to the worft of Ufes. Thux Law, 
Cuftom, and Nature, are fet at nought, and all to 


gray a fenfelefs Spleen, and a vindiétive Spirit of 


> other Hand, if there be no rag, A 
High-Life, there is as little Safety in Obfcurity. The 
Paffion of Cenfuring is grown fo ftrong, and the 
Itch of Cavilling is bucoens fo epidemick, thar there 
is {carce a Station in Life below Scandal, as their is 
not one above it. Attachment to Principles in any 
other Time, would have pafs’d for a fuficient Se- 
curity, againſt Reproach at leaft ; but we daily {ee 
Inftances of Men calling that Firmnefs Corruption io 
others, which the boaft of as Fortitude in ther 

Even IJnmocency of Life is no longer a Protcétion. 
For the modern Fab of Satire know how to 
poifon the moft inoffenfive AGions, and to miffepre- 


fent the moft virtuous Thoughes. 
In fuch a Situation M mity is not only a mo@ 
glorious, but a moft ufeful Virtue; without it, the 


* 
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bet Men will be in Danger of lying at the Mercy of 
the aorft. There bo osslGel a Scandal ; ioe 
is no fuch thing as flying beyond the Reach of it. 
Tbe only Remedy that is —* is to bear it with Pa- 
tience, and without Difturbance. The Man in 
Power, who makes it the Bufinefs of his Life to do 
Good, muft likewife make it his Praétice to hear him- 
felf, without Emotion, evil-fpoken of for doing fv. 
The Man of Quality, who receives Titles and ENnate⸗ 
from his Anceftors, will be incapable of injoyin 
them, if he does not acquire fuch a Serenity 0 
Temper as cannot be ruffled by the daily Sarcaſm⸗ of 
an envious Mob, who are angry only at his being 
placed by Providence above them. The Man of 
Honour, who is incapable of going along with the 
Crowd, or of joining in any Chaos when it grows 
flrong, muft learn alfo how to defpife it when ir is 
turned upon himfelf. And the Man of Letters, who 
is fo unfortunate as not to entertain the fame Idea of 
common Senfe, with that which fills the Heads of a 
numerous and noify FaHion, muft bring himfelf ro 
be eafy under the Imputation of want of common Sen/e ; 
and, which is much worfe, of common Honefty. This 
I take to be the higheft Point of Magnamity, and 
with it therefore I clofe my Paper.
